Strikes Woman With Hatchet 


After Shooting Her and 
His Father. 


Roanoke, Va., Sept. 13 (A.P.).—Will- 
iam Thomas Collins, 17, shot his father 
and mother in their home here early 
today, then struck the dying woman a 
terrific blow with a hatchet as she lay 
upon the kitchen floor, detectives in- 
vestigating quote the boy as saying in a 
confession. 


“She was good to me, as good as any 


stepmother could have been; I don’t 
know why I did it; I was just mad, they 
had quarreled so much; may be I wish 
I’d killed myself,” detectives quoted 
the youth as saying. 

The double murder -occurred at 8 
o’clock as the family was preparing for 
the day's activities. The youth, son of 
William Franklin Collins, an employe 
of the Norfolk & Western Railroad, is 
alleged to have related the story of 
the tragedy while closeted with three 
detectives. 


Quarreling When He Arose. 


According to the alleged confession 
the father and mother had quarreled 
after returning last night from Vinton. 
The youth is quoted by officers as say- 
ing the quarrel was still in progress 
when he arose this morning. 

“IT just got mad; I have a bad temper 
anyway,” the boy is alleged to have 
said. 

As the stepmother was standing tn 
the kitchen, the youth is said to have 
fired with a shotgun from a distance of 
a few feet. She fell to the floor without 
@ cry and as the father rushed to the 
kitchen two shots directed at him found 
their mark and he crumpled up dead. 
detectives said. 

Apparently maddened, according to 
the alleged confession, the boy seized 
a hatchet and buried the blade in his 
mother’s head. When found she was 
covered with blood and lying not far 
from the body of her husband. With 
the killing over, the youth is alleged t 
have drawn the shades to the house 
and to have carried the bloodstained 
hatchet to the kitchen sink, where he 
made an attempt to remove the stains 

The youth left the house a few min- 
utes later and went to the Federal 
Building, where he is said to have told 
a Federal officer that he had committed 
a crime and was escorted to police 
headquarters. 

Two shotguns he is said to have used 
were lying in plain view when the 
youth was questioned by police detec- 
tives. Police are holding the youth 
on a charge of murder.

believed by his family and friends to 
have prompted him to take his life. 
There had been no famil: or financial 
troubles to worry the wealthy clubman, 
it was said. 

Mitchell left his home about 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon after telling his 
wife he would return for dinner. 

He walked from his residence to the 
club and stopped in the lounge to talk 
to several of his friends. According to 
them he was cheerful and apparently 
in the best of spirits. : 

He asked attendants at the club to 
prepare a bedroom for him. This was 
not considered unusual, for Mr. Mitch- 
ell frequently lived at the club when 
his town house was closed during the 
off social season. He was assigned to 
room 31, in a recently built addition, 
in the rear of the club. There were 
few persons in the bedrooms and this is 
given as the reason that no one heard 
the shot. 

About 7:30 o’clock Mrs. Mitchell tele- 
phoned the club and asked to speak to 
her husband. The switchboard operator 
rang Mr. Mitchell’s room, and, receiv- 


ing no response. had him paged. When’ 


the page reported that Mr. Mitchell 


could not be located in the lounge the 
attendant was dispatched to his room. 
The door was unlocked and the at- 
tendant found Mr. Mitchell, fully 
clothed, lying on the floor before a 
mirror. 

Though the deputy coroner arrived at 
the club shortly before 8 o’clock it was 
nearly 10 o’clock before police were 
notified: of the death. Officials in charge 
at police headquarters were indignant 
that information had been withheld 60 
long. 

Mr. Mitchell had lived in Washington 
about 40 years, coming here from Cin- 
cinnati. He had been a member of the 
club: in which he shot himself for 36 
years and was one of the most familiar 
characters about the lounge. About 
nineten years ago Mr. Mitchell married, 
his wife having two children by a pre- 
vious marriage. They are Mrs. Camilla 
Lippincott, of this city, and the Vis- 
countess de Beughem, of Brussels. He 
has a nephew. John Mitchell, of. Man- 
chester, Mass., and a niece, Mrs Quincy 
Shaw 3d, of Boston. 

Mr. Mitchell had inherited a fortune 
from his father and had been inde- 
pendently wealthy all of his life.

Montreal, Sept. 13 (A.P.).—Adrift for 
six days on the raging North Atlantic, 
Richard M. Jackson, an English law 
student, and William E. Sinclair, a 
South London schoolmaster, who were 
attempting to emulate the voyage of 
Leif Ericson, were rescued from their 
22-foot yawl by the 8.

CRAFT LIKE DESTROYERS 


New York, Sept. 13 (A.P.).—The New 
York Herald-Tribune will say tomorrow 
that plans are being prepared for the 
launching in the spring of 1930, of an 


all-American combination steamship- 
airplane service on the north Atlantic 
to provide daily express service between 
Montauk Point, Long Island, Plymouth, 
England, and Havre, France, with fast 
ocean liners that will make the cross- 
ing in 4 days. 

Success of the project, now in its for- 
mative stages, might mean a new era 
in shipping. 

The group reported back of this ship- 
ping scheme includes Laurence R. 
Wilder, former president of the Ameri- 
can Brown-Boveri Co. and now chair- 
man of the advisory committee of the 
company’s shipbuilding division; H. B. 
Walker, president of the American 
Steamship Owners Corporation and 
former head of the Old Dominion Line; 
Ernest H. Rigg, naval architect for. the 
New York Shipbuilding Co., of Cam- 
den, N. J., and Theodore E. Ferris, New 
York naval architect. 

The proposed line is to be incor- 
porated as the New York-London-Paris 
Steamship Co., and will operate a fleet 
of ten 20,000-ton liners. The ships, 
which will resemble United States na- 
val destroyers, but about twice their 
size, will be driven at an average speed 
of 314, knots, but capable of attaining 
35 knots. They will be about 800 feet 
long, with an 80-foot beam and a draft 
of 24 feet 9 inches. Their resemblance 
to nav 1 craft also will be increased by 
the airplane platform on the top deck, 
which will accommodate several alight- 
ing planes. 

The new liners, to be used exclusively 
for passengers, will carry 400 first class, 
who will be accommodated in small 
cabins, slightly larger than Pullman 
car drawing rooms. 

The proposed service will be sup- 
plemented in favorable weather by the 
use of airplanes, which will be used to 
take passengers from land to the ships 
after the vessels have left port, and to 
take those passengers who desire such 
service from the ships to the shore be- 
fore the ships reach port.

Confirmation of this estimate and of the 
extent of the damage still is lacking. 

The worst of the storm apparently 
struck the western part of the island, 
centering around Ariake Bay. Two 
hundred and Seventy-five persons are 
reported to have been killed or drowned 
'in the small town of Kojima, near 
| Nagasaki, and numerous others are 
| missing in small villages destroyed by 
the waters. Kumamoto suffered severe- 
ly, with many reported drowned or 
missing. 

Nagasaki’s streets and houses are 
flooded, and a large number of fishing 
boats still are to be heard from. The 
railways and telegraphs are affected; 
consequently there is little authentic 
| information. 
| The storm, described as the most se- 
vere in decades, swept the prefectures 
of Kumamoto and Fukuoka with wind 
and wave, leaving death and desolation 
behind it. In Kumamoto prefecture, 
1000 houses were inundated and 
destroyed, according to meager reports. 

Nagasaki and nearby towns were 
struck by the typhoon, said dispatches 
from Osaka. Before communication 
failed from Nagasaki many houses were 
reported to have collapsed and the 
streets were strewn with telegraph and 
telephone wires and toppled poles 
Train service ceased. Other places near- 
by reported similar conditions. 

The region devastated was rich in rice 
crowing, of which the City of Kuma- 
noto was a center, with a population 
estimated at 75,000. 

Efforts were made to restore commun- | 
ication with Nagasaki, whose popula- 
tion of 160,000 includes a large number 
of foreigners.

Prohibition Aids Federal

Prohibition is an asset rather than a 
destriment to United States shipping 
lines, President Dalton, of the Mer- 
chant Fleet Corporation, declared yes- 
terday upon his return from a European 
inspection tour.

“Prohibition does not retard our 
booking, and in many cases passen- 
gers with women and children prefer 
the American ships because there is 
no drinking at bars and there is no 
place on the ship that womeén and chil- 
dren can not go.” 

The great need of the United States’ 


/merchant marine, in Dalton’s opinion, 


is the construction of fast, moderate- 
sized cargo vessels and a few medium- 
sized passenger ships that can be op- 
erated the year around at a profit. 

“All over Europe,” 
shipbuilders are building these types of 
vessels and every shipyard is busy. 
The answer is obvious. We must also 
build at some time similar ships to 
meet the competition.

Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 13 (A.P.). 
A plea that the movement to outlaw 
war now under way in the United States 
may receive the warm commendation 


of the American people and the Amer- 
ican Government was made by Jonkheer 
Dr. J. Loudon, of the Netherlands, pres- 
ident of the League of Nations prepara- 
tory disarmament commission today. 

Addressing the league assembly com- 
mittee, which is handling disarmament 
problems, Dr. Loudon declared that 
popular campaigns inthe United States 
and elsewhere will‘immensely influence 
the forward march of the principle of 
arbitration and help disarmament. He 
praised the initiative of United States 
Senator Borah’ and Prof. James T. 
Shotwell in the drive to outlaw war, 
and urged the reframing of the Polish 
resolution so that it would not only 
condemn wars of aggression but all 
wars of whatever nature. 

Dr. Loudon, like M. Paul-Boncour of 
France, who followed, maintained that 
arbitration, security and disarmament, 
which were the fundamental features 
of the Geneva protocol, were far from 
dead, insisting that “their spirit hovers 
over the world.” 


Security Called First Need. 


M. Paul-Boncour .urged the restudy 
of the protocol; he believed that dis- 
armament would be difficult unless se- 
curity were achieved. He voiced the 
fear that without security a disarma- 
ment conference would be a great de- 
ception and that it would be a 6sur- 
armament, not a disarmament, confer- 
ence. 

The French delegate declared that 
the regrettable failure of the tripartite 
naval conference would not unfavorably 
affect the league’s disarmament plans, 
and he was of the opinion that the 
league’s preparatory commission had 
achieved notable progress, especially 
as to methods of army reduction. The 
rock of danger, he believed, was the 
naval problem, but remarked that if 
history recorded that the league’s ef- 
fort had broken down on the question 
of whether naval tonnage should be 
estimated totally or by catagories of 
warships, the wortd would not be an- 
gered, but would “greet such a farce

Sixty per cent of all the opium 
grown is consumed in e Orient, he 
said, while 40 per cent goes into manu- 
facturing drugs for Occidental con- 
sumption. He warned that Persia’s yol- 
untary sacrifice, however praiseworthy, 
would not affect the drug addicts of 
the Western world for many years, be- 
cause of their higher purchasing power. 

“Furthermore, there is no assurance 
that synthetic drugs will not be de- 
veloped,” Col. MacCormack observed. 
“It is already reported that a synthetic 
morphine has been developed.”

FARMER'S CONDITION 
BETTER, REPORT HERE 


Federal Land Bank Heads, 
in City for Sessions, Note 
Improvement. 


(Associated Press.) 

An improvement in the agricultural 
condition of the country as a whole, 
as compared withsthat of a year ago, 
was indicated yesterday by reports from 
presidents of the twelve Federal Re- 
serve Banks, here for a two-day con- 
frence with the Farm Loan Board. 

Reports from the South foresaw an 


increase in the net return from cotton 
due to the comparatively small outlay 
for labor needed in harvesting this 
year’s crop. Wheat in parts of the 
West, it was said, will go far toward 
putting the farmer on his feet, partic- 
ularly in Nebraska and the Pacific 
Northwest. Grazing conditions in the 
far West were seen as particularly good, 
and cattle prices pronounced favorable. 

The reports indicated the corn short- 
age would be considerably offset by in- 
creased prices, with a possibility of 
early frosts endangering the crop. of 
Northern corn-growing sections. 

A renewed. demand for good farm 
land and for farms on which the land 
banks have foreclosed in the last sev- 
eral years was reported, together with 


a demand for loans from the inter-, 


mediate credit banks on nonperishable 
agricultural products held by coop- 
erative organizations.

COOLIDGE DECLARES 


Says Assumption Should Be 
Against Meeting Until De- 
cision Is Announced. 


President Coolidge still is holding 
open the question of an extra session of 
Congress, especially the Senate. 

Despite vigorous opposition of the ma- 
jority leaders of both houses the Presi- 
dent made known yesterday that he 
thought the question should be ex- 
plored further before he reached any 
conclusion.

Senators Jones, 
of Washington, and Smoot, of Utah, 
both influential in the Senate, think 
the session should be held. 


Two Propositions Considered. 


The President has two propositions 
before him. One is an extra session of 
the whole Congress and the other is 
for an early call of the Senate. Little 
belief is entertained that there will be 
@ special session of both houses. There 
is considerable thought that the Sen- 
ate may be called to handle the Smith 
and Vare election cases. 

The President let it be known that it 
might be a good idea, in his opinion, 
for the Aviation Secretaries of the 
War, Navy and Commerce Depart- 
ments to conduct an _ investigation 
either jointly or singly into trans- 
oceanic air disasters. But he does not 
see that it is for the Goverriment to 
step in and prevent any attempted 
flights. 

It is for the Government, in his 
opinion, to make all possible studies 
and render all possible information and 
assistance, but not seek to curtail the 
ambitions of daring men, not at this 
juncture any way. 

Answering a question at the biweekly 
newspaper conference, he made known 
that his only comment on the invita- 
tion for him to visit Havana next year 
could be that he was very eager to at- 
tend. Whether it will be possible when 
the time comes he can not say. 

Arthur Geissler, Minister to Guate- 
mala, was among his callers of the day 
and reported that improved relations 
exist between this country and Latin- 


American countries generally. 

The President resumed his noonday | 
reception to visitors.

MID-PENNSYLVANI 
VARE-WILSON VOTES 
WILL BE IMPOUNDED 


Federal Judge Directs Action 
Pending Senate Decision on 
Disputed Election. 


Harrisburg, Pa. Sept. 13 (A.P..).— 
An order providing for the immediate 
impounding of. all ballots cast in the 
November, 1926. general election in the 
32 counties of the Middle Pennsylvania 
District of the United States Court was 
handed down here today by Federal 
Judge Albert Johnson, under an 
amicabl@ agreement reached in Chicago 
last week in the Vare-Wilson senatorial 
contest. 

The ballot boxes will be concentrated 
with the prothonotaries of the Com- 
mon Pleas Courts at Lycoming, Nor- 


thumberland, Dauphin, Lackawanna 
and Luzerne Counties, who are directed 
to keep all boxes and their contents, 
pending further disposition of them 
by the United States Senate. 

In the counties of Lycoming, Hunt- 
ingdon, Luzerne, Tioga and Northum- 
berland, which have only one set of 
boxes, the order directs that the boxes 
shall be opened by the United States 
marshal or his deputies, in the pres- 
ence of the prothonotary, and placed 
in other sealed boxes. It is planned to 
have these boxes gathered this week 
so that they may be available for use 
in the primary election next Tuesday. 

Judge Johnson notified John H. 
Glass, of Shamokin, United States mar- 
shal for the district, and the deputy 
marshals to meet with him at his of- 
fice in Lewisburg tomorrow to receive 
instructions for the impounding of the 


| ballots and boxes. 


Other Actions Impend, 


It is proposed to start similar pro- 
ceedings in the Federal courts at Phil- 
adelphia and Pittsburgh, either tomor- 
row or Thursday, to have the boxes in 
the eastern and western districts im- 
pounded. 

Petitions asking for the impound- 
ing of the boxes were presented to 
Judge Johnson today by David Wal- 
lerstein, Philadelphia, counsel for Will- 
iam B. Wilson, Democratic candidate 
for the Senate last year, and by Fran- 
cis Shunk Brown, former attorney 
general, representing William S&S. Vare, 
senator-elect. The petition presented 
in behalf of Mr. Wilson asked for the 
safeguarding of the ballots in Lacka- 
wanna and Luzerne Counties, and that 
of Mr. Vare for the preservation of the 
hallots in the remaining 30 counties of 
the district. Mr. Vare also avers that 
he was duly elected to the Senate and 
certified by the governor as having 
been so elected. 

The petitions presented the court set 
forth that unless the order was grant- 
ed the ballots in the five counties, hav- 
ing only one set of ballot boxes, would 
be destroyed so that the boxes may be

CANAL ZONE SOVEREIGNTY, 


The sovereignty of the Panama Canal Zone, 
brought into the news by the address of Dr. 
Eusebio Morales before the League of Nations 
assembly, was settled more than a quarter of 
a century since. The right of any nation, 
other than the United States, to share in the 
construction and operation of the canal ‘was 
then discussed. This Government determined 
to build the canal and guarantee its neutralily. 
The status of y has not changed. 

It is idle, officials of this Government 
were quick to point out, to suggest reference 
of the canal’s to the of 
Nations or The Hague Court. The traditional 
policy of the United States alone would pre- 
vent any such action. The fact that this Na- 
tion refused to adhere to the league covenant 
is still another barrier to any such foreign 
interference in what is strictly a matter be- 
tween the United States and Panama. The 
incident serves, however, what might 
have happened in the event that this Govern- 
ment had become a signatory of the league. 

The rights which the United States enjoys 
in the Canal Zone were set forth in the Hay- 
Bunau-Varilla Treaty. Article Il, of that treaty 
specifies that the Republic of Panama “grants 
to the United States in perpetuity the use, 
occupation and control of a zone of land and 
land under water for the construction, main- 
tenance, operation, sanitation and protection 
of the said canal of the width of.10 miles” and 
in addition ‘grants to the United States in 
perpétuity the use, occupation and control of 
any other lands or waters outside the zone 
above which may be necessary and convenient 
for the construction, maintenance, operation, 
sanitation and protection of said canal.” 

Article III, of the treaty, reads: 

The Republic of Panama grants to the 
United States all the rights, power and au- 
thority within the zone mentioned and de- 
scribed in Article II, of this agreement 
and within the limits of all auxiliary lands 
the waters mentioned and described in 
said Article II, which the United States 
would possess and exercise if it were the 
sovereign of the territory within which 
said lands and waters are located to the 
entire exclusion of the exercise by the 
Republic of Panama of any such sovereign 
rights, power or authority.

The provisions of this treaty are not 
and have not been in dispute. he treaty, 
which is now pending between the two coun- 
tries, lacks ratification because of certain com- 
mercial clauses. The government of Panama 
is anxious to place economic restrictions upon 
the commissaries which the United States Gov- 
ernment operates within the Canal Zone. At 
no time in the negotiations has the right of 
the United States to control the territory 
within the Canal Zone been questioned. 

It is apparent from what has been said, both 
here and in Panama, that the position of Dr. 
Morales came as a surprise. The reason for 
his utterance may be found in the fact that 
an effort is being made to have Dr. Morales 
declared eligible for the presidency. Panama 
engages in a national election in 1928. The 
address of Panama’s delegate to the league 
assembly may have been intended for home 
consumption. Statesmen and politicians have 
before this addressed one audience with an- 
other, thousands of miles away, in view. The 
sounding board of Geneva served to give Dr. 
Morales international instead of purely local 
publicity.

POLICE COURT REMEDIES. 


Corporation Counsel W. W. Bride has advo- 


cated less drastic penalties for persons tried in 
Police Court so as to reduce the demand for 
jury trials, and an increase in the machinery 
of the court to try jury cases, as a solution to 
the problem of Police Court congestion. 

Upon consideration it appears that adoption 
of less drastic penalties would defeat its own 
purpose. If those brought into court knew 
that the fine imposed would be but nominal, ‘it 
is unlikely that they would ask for trial by 
jury, preferring to get the matter over with as 
soon as possible. Yet a nominal fine would not 
be in the nature of punishment. Unless the 
penalty inflicted actually hurts, those who are 
of the law-breaking type will pay Hitle’ or no 
attention to it. Reduced penalties probably 
would increase court cases. 

One way to keep people out of Police Court 
would:be to make the penalties inflicted there 
more extreme than they are at the present time. 
New York, with its stringent Baumes law, 


| which makes mandatory life imprisonment for 
| felonious offenses after the third conviction, has 
discovered that fear of a severe penalty is an 
extreme deterrent to the commission of crime. 
There is every reason to believe that a similar 
reaction would follow local tightening up of 
penalties, 

Every solution brought forward for the prob- 
lems of Police Court congestion has met with 
opposition from one quarter or another. In the 
final analysis the only permanent remedy can 
come with an increase of court facilities and 
personnel all along the line. This can be ac- 
complished only in due time, however, and in 
the meantime temporary relief of one sort or 
another must be hdd. What form it can take is 
vet to be decided, but it is certain that relief 
can not be found in reduced penalties. 


HITTERS AND RUNNERS. 


Rapid City, S. Dak., has ceased to be the 
center of news. But other places are’in the 
limelight with stories quite as thrilling as the 
piscatorial pictures which were daily painted 
by the army of news writers in the Black Hills. 
From Culpeper, down in “Old Virginny,’’ 
comes a thrifling story of the attack made 
by a ferocious black bear upon an automobile 
driven .by Ora Meadows, who had been picking 
apples near Front Royal. Ora decided to 
drive home by the light of the harvest moon 
when he encountered bruin, who gnashed his 
teeth and growled. He made a jump for the 
car, but Ora with great presence of mind, 
stepped on the gas and charged the angry 
beast. Ora escaped after sideswiping the bear 
with his fender. He did not stop to ascertain 
the extent of the injuries inflicted. 

On top of that story is another concerning 
one of those hit-and-run drivers. This one 
comes from Williamsport, Pa., and it would 
seem to indicate that automobiles may some 
time turn on locomotives with disastrous re- 
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tan, which is near Williamsport, and the v 
tim was an engine drawing a passenger train 


on the Lehigh Valley Railroad. 


The train, which was bound from Pittsburgh 
to Easton, was pursuing the even tenor of its 
way when a fierce automobile approached and 
disputed the right of way. The report de- 
clares that ‘‘the auto leaped at the train with- 
out warning” and when the engineer slammed 
on the brakes and his assistants went forward 
to remove the supposed wreckage from the 
cowcatcher they found no wreckage’ except 
a broken rod on the engine, the repair of 
which caused the train to reach Williamsport 
40 minutes late. The cloud of dust vanishing 
in the distance indicated that the car was pur- 
suing its way uninjured, but the dust so ob- 
structed the view of the train crew that they 
could not read the number plate. 

This Williamsport story furnishes further 
proof of the necessity of putting a stop to this 
“hitting” and “running” habit of careless 
drivers. Otherwise the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will have to adopt highway regu- 
lations to protect railroad rolling stock from 
such reckless automobile owners. 


ENCOURAGING REFORESTATION, 


The principal difficulty which has been en- 
countered in an endeavor to prevail upon oOwn- 
ers of lands, which once grew timber in com- 
mercial quantities, to replant their lands for 
the future has been the problem of taxation. 


| Towns, counties and States invariably assess 


all such lands for taxation, whether producing 
crops or not, and the owners naturally prefer 
to get what they are able to secure in the way 
of immediate returns, rather than to wait for 


results from which their children or grand 


children only can hope to realize a profit. Cut- 


over lands, while often too rough for cultiva- 


tion, are of some value as pasture, but lands 


planted to timber are unsuitable for grazing 


for the reason that stock at pasture break down 
and otherwise destroy young trees about as 
rapidly as they can be set out. | 

That  Rapnige in the way of legislative en- 
couragem 
of reforestation is recognized throughout the 
timber States. But it has remained for Wiscon- 
sin to blaze the way in a practical manner. By 
an act of the recent legislature of that State 
the forest is recognized as a growing crop. In- 
stead of taxing such forest lands annually the 
new Wisconsin law provides for the levying of 
a forest tax by the State not annually, but 
when the timber is cut, and the tax is fixed at 
10 per cent of the value of the logs thus 
severed from the land and designated as a 
tax. But many of the northern 
counties of the State have difficulty in meeting 
their local obligations in finding funds for the 
building and repair of roads, and in the main- 
tenance of schools. When the timber is re- 
moved the owner frequently decides to abandon 
the lands with the result that in the hardwood 
section of Wisconsin more than 2,000,000 
acres of such cut-over land now stands de- 
linquent on the tax rolls. 

The new law provides that the land entered 
under it shall pay a district tax of only 109 cents 
an acre annually, which shall go to the local 
taxing district, and in addition the State will 
pay to the district 10 cents per acre, to be re- 
imbursed from the severance tax on the timber 
when it is eventually removed. 

R. B. Goodman, chairman of the forestry 
committee of the Northern Hemlock and Hard- 
wood Manufacturers Association, says that un- 
der this act the forests, which were a disap- 
pearing source of revenue, will provide a grow- 
ing and increasing income. What this means 
to the State of Wisconsin will be appreciated 
when it is recalled that the timber industry 
produces $462,000,000 annually and gives em- 
ployment to 116,000 persons. 

Now that Wisconsin has pointed the 
other States are likely to follow suit with simi- 
lar legislation. Michigan, Minnesota, New 
York and New England, besides many of the 
Appalachian States as far South as Florida, 
may well be guided by the example of the 
Badger State.

THE LAW’S DELAYS. 


Bench and bar, as well as litigants in the 
courts, are constantly crying out against the 
law’s delays. It has been pointed out at every 
meeting of the bar association and at every 
other gathering of practitioners before courts, 
civil and criminal, that the dockets are clut- 
tered up with cases which are permitted to 
drag along month after month, so that the ends 
of justice are seldom served as they should be. 

The Sacco-Vanzetti case was not the only 
one in criminal annals which has attracted 
world-wide attention because of the delay, 
lasting seven years, in the execution of the 
final judgment of the court. But, while crim- 
inal cases are permitted to drag interminably, 
so long as the funds for defense hold out, civil 
procedure is frequently as cumbersome. An 
example is found in the cause entitled the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Co., plaintiff in error, 
vs. the State of Russia, defendant in error. 
This was a case wherein the imperial Russian 
government lost a quantity of aluminum 
through the alleged neglect of the railroad 
company. That was in the year 1916, before 
Russia abandoned the allies. The jury as- 
sessed damages in the sum of $3,000 and the 
railroad appealed. 

The appeal was to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the Second Circuit and was argued 
before Judges Manton, Hand and Swan, who, 
in affirming the judgment of the District Court 
—which, by the way, was rendered upon suit 
filed in 1918, or nine years ago—said that 
“seven hundred and four assignments of errors 
have been presented on this writ. ‘We have 
not considered them all, for it would unduly 
prolong this opinion. Those we have con- 
sidered are all we deem necessary to refer to. 
The brief submitted in behalf of the plaintiff 
in error contains some 1,050 pages, and the 
action No. 2, which is 
argued at the same time, 300 pages. The 
records contains 6,766 pages. Such a volume 
of briefs contains constant repetitions of 
counsels’ arguments and serves no useful pur- 
pose, but visits upon a court an unnecessarily 
laborious task.”

HOW CANADA. GROWS. 


In population Canada continues at 
the number and to increase at about 
the rate in the United States of 100 
years earlier, says Current History. 
Sixty years ago Canada had about 
3,500,000 people; it has now about 10,- 
000,000. The rate of growth has been 
slow, but in recent years the accelera- 
tion has been more rapid. Fifty-five 
per cent of the present population is 
of British origin, 28 of French, and the 


remaining 17 per cent is chiefly from 


continental Europe. There has been no 
immigration from France, but that from 


rapidly owing to restrictions on conti- 
nental immigra‘'on, 

Although for a long time Canada 
was length without breadth, settlement 
is now taking place 800 miles north of 
the frontier of the United States. This 
is due partly to scientific experiments 
in Canada making possible a type of 
wheat—the Marquis—which will ripen 
in the far north during the short sum- 
mer; partly to the amazing develop- 
ment of mineral wealth, which is cre- 
ating populous centers not far from 
Hudson Bay. 

In spite of the growth of'the agri- 
cultural West, half:the population of 
Canada now lives in cities and towns, 
whereas 50 years ago the proportion 
was only 18 per cent. Montreal and 
Toronto have increased six-fold and the 
next twenty years may find both of 
them reaching the million mark, while 
both Winnipeg and Vancouver, villages 
60 years ago, now have some 200,000 
people. 

Canada’s foreign trade, which 60 
years ago amounted to $120,000,000, 
now reaches the annual colossal total 
of $2,300,000,000, not an entirely whole- 
some sign, for it indicates a weak home 
market, due to the small growth of 
population. A rather ominous export 
is the vast quantity of paper and pulp 
from the exhausting assets of the for- 


est. Food, on the other hand, repro- 
duced annually, is'a safe export. The 
enormous supplies of food grown in 
Canada are indicated by the capacity 
of a single Canadian flour mill to pro-

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
people are turning their eyes on the 
Seventieth Congress, which will soon 
be in session, wondering if the mem- 
bers will be patriotic enough to break 
away from partisanship and legislate 
for the whole country. It will have 


| several questions before it that it will 


require wisdom to arrange. It is hardly 


|; to be expected that the “pork barrel” 


will be wholly left out when it comes 
to making appropriations, but there 
rigid examination 
every proposition brought up for ex- 
penditure of the taxpayers’ money. 
Partisanship has too long governed all 
legislation. At every point first 
question considered is “How will it 
affect the party?” This is not confined 
to one party, but applies to all; 
the lone Socialist has to consider what 
effect it would likely have on his party. 
Public buildings, improvements of 
creeks and brooks, establishing harbors 
where nature made no _ provision; 
building levees the States. affected 
should pay for, constructing dams for 
State use, aiding in the building of 
highways for autoists, can all be laid 
aside at least temporarily until the 
taxes are reduced to something normal.

Lieut. Comdr. Yeandle Tells 
Waterways Delegates of 
Mississippi Valley Work. 


VISITORS SEE ANNAPOLIS 


Baltimore, Md., Sept. 13 (A.P.).—The 
United States Coast Guard rescued 
47,000 persons from roofs, tree tops and 


other points of peril during the Missis- 
sippi Valley flood, Lieut. Comdr. 
Stephen S. Yeandle, of that service, to- 
day told members of the Atlantic Deep 
Waterways Association in convention 
here. The officer told of the life-saving 
activities of this branch of the service 
and declared guardsmen had assisted 
vessels carrying 85,000 persons and res- 
cued 15,000 persons from imminent 
danger, during the last five years. 

The morning session was adjourned 
at noon for a trip to Annapolis, where 
the delegates inspected the United 
States Naval Academy. 

Congress should increase it? present 
appropriation of $50,000,000 to $190,- 
000,000 annually for Waterways devel- 
opment, Representative Abernathey, of 
North Carolina, told the delegates. No 
time for petitioning Congress is better 
than at present, he said, and urged the 
various interests affected, including 
those in the Mississippi Valley, to take 
joint action. 

The representative lauded the im- 
provements of waterways accomplished 
b, the association and urged that it 
continue its work. 

George H. Kimball, Pontia:, Mich., 
representing the Institute of Consulting 
Engineers, read a brief. appealing to 
the association to consider the St. Law- 
rence River project as based on facts 
His brief asked. “shall the great Central 
West be denied its ‘ght of access to the 
sea by the dictation of a single State.” 
He declared the title of the proposed 
All-American Canal across New York 
State was-a “catchword.”’ 

The All-America. Canal from Albany 
to the Great Lakes is one of the projects 
approved by the majority of the mem- 
bers, who prefer it to the proposed in-

Specialist Expects to Find 
the Cause of Florida 
Man’s Malady. 


FLUID IS FIRST DRAINED 


Baitimore, Sept. 13 (A.P.).—Air was 
injected into the brain today of G. 
Elmer Wilbur, superintendent of Duval 
County, Fla., public schools, ir an ef- 
fort to locate an obstruction which 
X-ray machines have failed to reveal. 
Physicians at Johns Hopkins Hospital 
have not announced whether the air 
injection—science’s last hope of find- 
ing the obstruction which may later 
cause the patient’s death—was a suc- 
cess. 


Dr. Walter E. Dandy, brain specialist, 
will remove the obstruction as soon as 
its position on the brain is found. This 
evening it was reported Wilbur was 
still under observation. 

Wilbur: entered the hospital Friday. 
His wife, who accompanied him, said 
he was stricken in their New York 
apartment and remained motionless 20 
minutes. Her husband was attending 
&@ summer course of instruction at 
Columbia University. He returned to 
Florida and was advised to enter Johns 
Hopkins when X-ray apparatus showed 
negative pictures. 

After the injection Dr. Dandy said 
he believed Wilbur had a tumor. He 
said he would know definitely within 
a day when he views X-ray pictures 
taken with the air in the brain. 

The four ventricles of the brain were 
drained of the cerebro-spinal fluid in 
which the brain is suspended and the 
air was forced in to fill the vacuum 
thus caused, the specialist said. 

The air will photograph dark in an 
X-ray picture, Dr. Dandy said, and a 
tumor, if there is any, will. appear 
white.

FORMER PREMIER SAYS 


Conservative Leader Avers 
Monarch Has Forfeited His 
Right to Throne. 


BLAMES DE RIVERA PLANS 


Hendaye, Franco-Spanish Frontier, 
Sept. 13 (A.P.).—The charge that King 
Alfonso of Spain forfeited his rights to 
the throne by approving Premier Primo 
de Rivera’s plans for a nonelective na- 
tional assembly is made in a letter sent 
to the sovereign by Jose Sanchez- 
Guerra, former premier and leader of 
the Spanish conservatives. 

Senor Sanchez-Guerra alleges that 
the monarchy represented by Alfonso 
is “illegal before God and before the 
law, because it only represents a minor 
branch of the Bourbon family, as the 
major branch is only embodied in 
Prince Jaime of Bourbon, who is its 
actual representative.” 

The letter says that, upon the death 
of Ferdinand VII, founder of the 
reigning house, in 1833, the Liberals 
supported his daughter, Elizabeth II, 
only because she promised under oath 
to uphold the constitution embodying 
the Liberal ideas and the constitutional 
and parliamentary principles. 

Alfonso XII, it continues, was re- 
stored because he also supported the 
same policy, and his son, the present 
king, was proclaimed as such because 
he promised to maintain the oath of 
his ancestors. 

Thus, Senor Sanchez-Guerra asserts, 
by interrupting the constitutional and 
parliamentary life of the country: with 
the present dictatorship, King Alfonso 
no longer has a legal base on which to 
set up his throne, and is “outside the 
law.” 

Sanchez-Guerra is preparing to es- 
tablish his residence in France.

QUESTIONS ABOUT HAIR 
TROUBLES 
EAR Viola Paris: What shall I do 
D for thin and falling hair? I am 
only 17 years old, but have had 
two serious operations and my health 
has been poor. I have a bald patch in 
my hair at the part. Would letting my 
hair grow in again help? 
IRENE W. 
Answer: As 1 have so often said, “hair 
health reflects general health.”’ Since 
you are recuperating otherwise, you 
ought to give your hair a chance to do 
likewise. First of all, don’t have it 
waved, simply comb and brush it thor- 
oughly. I advise you to keep it short. 


Your hair should be washed about 


every three weeks. The night before the 
shampoo, a mixture of six ounces of 
odorless castor oil and two tablespoon- 
fuls of kerosene may be massaged into 
the scalp. A warm towel should be 
placed around the head before retiring. 
Next morning, the hair should be 
washed with pure castile soapsuds and 
rinsed in at least three clear waters. 
Never rub the bar of soap directly on 
the scalp. Dry the hair with a rough 
towel that does not give off lint and 
let it have plenty of fresh air. 

Between shampoos, a hair-growing 
tonic should be applied to the head at 
close parts and thoroughly worked into 
the scalp. 

Part your hair to cover the bald spot. 
A .little persistence and some bDrillian- 
tine or bandoline will keep the hair in 
place even if it doesn’t seem tractable 
at first. 


Worried: Your trouble can be reme- 
died if you will follow the above advice. 


Dear Viola Paris: My hair is full of 
dandruff. What shall I do for it? Dur- 
ing the day and upon arising, I find a 
white deposit in the corner of my eye. 
My eyesight seems normal. VERA. 

Answer: Your hair would respond to 
the oil treatment described in my 
answer to Irene. Each night you should 


‘rub an antidandruff preparation into 
| your scalp. 


The small deposit is probably an in- 
dication of slight eyestrain or irritation. 
Upon arising and once during the day 
bathe the eyes with a boric acid solu- 
tion, using an eye cup. The correct 
proportion is a teaspoonful of boric 
acid to a tumbler of lukewarm water. 


Anxious II: I can not recommend 
any way for you to make your hair 
darker, for you would have to use a 
dye—always an unsatisfactory method. 
Do not wash your hair more often than 
once every two weeks (frequent sham- 
poos would aggravate the oily condi- 
tion), and use a drying tonic nightly. 

Monterey Friend: There are several 
lotions on the market 
with which you could more satisfac- 
torily set your hair than with plain 
water. If you wish to make such a 
liquid at home, there is the way to do 
it; over three teaspoonfuls quince- 
seed, pour a pint of boiling water. 
Allow this to stand for several hours, 
after which it can be thinned with a 
few drops of perfume or eau de 
cologne.

NUTRITION IN THE SCHOOL DAYS. 


ITH the.opening of the schools 

parent: and teachers are due 

to take a renewed interest in 
the nytrition of school children. It is 
rather generally agreed now that there 
is seasonal variation in the rate of 
growth of children. The season of 
rapid growth began. somewhere near 
August 1. The early part of Septem- 
ber finds growtk at its peak. Some- 
where toward Christmas growth will 
be slackening. The winter-spring is a 
season of slow growth. 

In “Nutrition Work with Children” 
Lydia Roberts gives several explana- 
tions of the slowing up of growth which 
starts not very long after the schools 
open in the fall. 

“Some writers contend that the 
schools ar: at least in part responsible. 
The children are brought in out of the 
open, they get less sunlight and air, 
and they take less exercise. It may be 
that one direct effect of these changes 
is that the pupils grow less rapidly. 

“Others hold that the change in rate 
of growth is indirect. The children eat 
less and, therefore, they grow less rap- 
idly. I know of no studies which show 
whether there is more undernutrition 
in school children in December than 
there is in September, but there may 
be such studies. There are many who 
think going to school is one cause of 
undernutrition in school children. If 
it is, the proportion of undernourished 
children should be less in September 
than it is later in the school year.” 


There are some. things about school 
life which make for undernutrition. One 
is the fact that getting to school on 
time causes some children to go without 
breakfast. Miss Roberts says it is very 
difficult for a rapidly ‘growing, hard 
playing child to get all the calories and 
growth elements he actually needs in 
the remaining two meals. A 14-year- 
old child, full of pep and growing rap- 
idly, needs about 5,000 calories a day. 
Foods must be very concentrated if a 
boy’s stomach will accommdate that 
much, divided into two takes. If a| 
child has been up late the night before | 
he is likely to sleep late in the morn- | 
ing, and then he must grab a bite or | 
two of bread and wash it down with 
coffee—and run for school. 

However, on the other hand, there is | 
much in the school life that makes for 
good nutrition. There is the health ex- 
amination, the nursing service, the in- | 
struction in health by the teacher, the 
gymnasium, the play, and possibly a

Swiss francs and Norwegian kroner 
at new highs, featured foreign exchange 
dealings.

CURB MARKET REVIEW. 


New York, Sept. 13 (Associated Press).

CHICAGO GRAIN. 

Chicago, Sept. 13 (A.P.).—Excited sell- 
ing drove grain prices wildly downward 
today, almost 6 cents a bushel in some 
cases, but later much of the loss was 
overcome, ‘The rush to sell was due 
mainly to a surprising estimate by the 
Canadian government that wheat pro- 
duction is greatly in excess’ of what 
most traders have figured. Reports, 
however, of storms interfering with the 
Canadian harvest acted as something 
of an offset. Closing quotations on 
wheat were unsettled, 244c to 2%c net 
lower for the day, with corn at a net 
decline of l%gc to 2'4c, oats ec to 
%c off, and provisions varying from 
15c decline to a rise of 20 cents. 

Belief that the new Canadian crop 
figures on wheat are over optimistic de- 
veloped toward the last today and 
helped to bring about vrice rallies, but 
in the early dealings the trade was in 
a state of semipanic. Taken at face 
value, the Canadian official estimate 
indicated nearly 50,000,000 bushels 
larger production of wheat in Canada 
this season than during 1926 and 77.- 
000,000 bushels more wheat in Canada 
and the United States than at this time 
last year. This was interpreted here 
to mean a total North American sur- 
plus of 630.000,000 bushels against 
world import requirements of only 748,- 
000.000 bushels. 

Inasmuch as Argentina alone shipped 
last year 154,000.000 bushels of wheat 
and Australia 98.000.000 bushels, the ex- 
cess of world supplies indicated this 
season startled the trade here. The 
bearish effect. on prices was greatly 
intensified by simultaneous weakness 
of the corn market because of hot 
weather forcing the new corn crop to 
maturity, whereas of late talk of corn 
crop failure had been rampant. 

When the selling stampede in both 
wheat and corn had somewhat spent 
itself, however, fresh buying set in 
based on reports of adverse weather for 
the wheat harvest in Canada and on 
predictions of better feeding demand 
for corn. It was pointed out that re- 
cent wide fluctuations had now restored

Six recommendations of proposed 
legislation to be submitted to Congress 
will be made Friday night at a dinner 
at the Cosmos Club of the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission 
by the Washington Chamber of Com- 
merce, following a meeting yesterday 
of its committee on parks, playgrounds, 
highways and bridges. 

The committee will recommend that 
Congress advance the Park and Plan- 
ning Commission $10,000,000, to be paid 

out $2,000,000 annually for the acquisi- 
tion of needed park sites.
